I entered this world just before The Second World 
War started and remember little of the first five years 
other than being frightened by my Uncle creeping up to 
me wearing his gas mask and being sent up to the 
shops, barefoot with the ration card to get whatever was 
on offer. 

Being an only child could make life pretty lonely, 
however, Junior Street, Leichhardt in Sydney became a 
playground for the kids who lived there. At that stage of 
our lives we did not have the opportunity to explore 
further afield. 

Often the only excitement might be chasing after the ice 
man as he delivered blocks of ice for our ice chest, or the 
rabbito who came on his horse and cart followed by 
packs of dogs. 

If the sale of a rabbit was made 
he would lift the lid of the ice box and 
dispatch the unwanted parts of the 
rabbit and throw them over his shoulder 
to the scavenging animals. There was 
never a mess to clean up. 

Many horses were used in those days 
pulling carts such as the “Bottle-O” who 
bought our used glass bottles. There 
was also the Clothes Prop man, who 
sold his props for one shilling. The only 
other person of note that used the back 
lane collected the pans from the 
outside toilets, enough said about him. 

For a time he was another Uncle. 

My early schooling was not spectacular 
but I did do reasonably well at maths. I 
can only put this down to playing cards 
with my family. Games such as Euchre 
and Cribbage tend to concentrate one’s 
mind when checking one’s opponents 
score calculations. 

My family moved lOOks north of Sydney where I 
completed my schooling at Woy Woy, on the Central 
Coast of NSW. 

My first job after leaving school at fifteen was with the 
Commercial Bank of Australia, the only bank in Woy 
Woy. 

After an enforced transfer by the bank to a Sydney 
branch, I decided to leave and try my luck in other areas. 

I tried things more physical such as erecting Venetian 
blinds and outdoor awnings. Another position had me 
repairing clutch and brake parts. 

Returning to the administrative side of industry my 


next positions involved financial and cost accounting in 
insurance (Queensland Insurance Company) and 
pharmaceutical manufacturing (Pfizer) both companies 
based in Sydney. 

The work was interesting but the commuting which 
exceeded four hours per day grated on me until finally I 
decided I had had enough. Notwithstanding that Judy 
and I had three young children aged seven, six and four 
so in 1968 we decided on something drastic. 

An uncle of mine had spoken about his work in 
Papua New Guinea, at that time still a protectorate of 
Australia. I saw a position advertised with a Burns Philp 
subsidiary and succeeded on becoming the Financial 
Accountant of the Port Moresby Freezing Company Ltd. 

Judy is one of seven siblings so 
the thought of leaving family and 
all things familiar was dramatic. 
This was exacerbated when I 
resigned from the Freezing 
company and joined the 
Development Bank as a 
Commercial Field Officer. This 
pushed our leave entitlement 
back another nine months. 

This new position required 
me to fly all over the country 
assessing loan applications. It 
was during one of these trips 
that I found paradise, Rabaul in 
East New Britain. 

As luck would have it I was 
offered a position with The 
Business Advisory Service of the 
then Department of Trade and 
Industry. Having said I would be 
delighted if they posted me to 
Rabaul they obliged by putting me in charge of The New 
Guinea Islands. 

This comprised East and West New Britain, New Ireland, 
Manus and Bougainville. I could bore you to tears with 
life in this idyllic place. Suffice to say we were sorry to 
leave in the lead up to Self Government having 
experienced innumerable earthquakes but no volcanic 
eruptions. 

Our next stop was Canberra and a stint with The Federal 
bureaucracy in the Aboriginal Loans Commission. Life in 
the Capital was not all it was cracked up to be, which 
caused us to look to Fiji as our next happy hunting

I took a position as Company Secretary of a group of six hotels and we were able to 
fully experience the warmth and hospitality of the Fijian people. The schooling for 
our children, however, was not up to our expectations and we had to leave after only 
two years. We did come away with more than we arrived with; our fourth child was 
born in Suva Memorial Hospital. 

I believe I should quicken the pace a little. Back to Australia for a while then back to 
Papua New Guinea again. I took a position with The South Pacific Brewery in their 
Management Services Division. Here we created and looked after hotels, taverns 
and clubs owned by the indigenous people. 

Returning to Sydney we were convinced by our eldest son, an Air-force Officer 
stationed at Pearce, to come to Perth. 

We fell in love with Perth. Unfortunately we arrived in the middle of an economic 
downturn and it was difficult to secure a permanent position. 

So we were off again, this time to Nauru, a tiny island, half an hour from the equator 
in the Pacific Ocean. I took a position as Financial Accountant for the Nauru 
Phosphate Corporation. Subsequently I held the positions of Management 
Accountant and Chief Accountant. 

On returning to Perth, I held a number of management positions and finally in a state 
government department with a program that assisted unemployed people to consider 
self employment as their future. 

A lifelong interest in politics culminated through a convoluted chain of events resulted 
in my becoming a Member of The legislative Council of The Parliament of Western 
Australia. 

I had the privilege for just on 12 years and it was an honour to help contribute to the 
legislative aspects of the wonderful life available to our so diverse society. 

Although out of Parliament I will remain in politics and hope to continue to contribute 
assisting others in our community.

Rather than 
starting the meeting at 1 PM, the Board decided to open the meeting at 4 o’clock. 

Not only did this facilitate the working people to attend, it also created the opportunity 
to have a drink and some finger food afterwards.

Both Care Team Manager, Regine Rohmann and CVS/HVS Coordinator Bobbie de

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The Hague - the home of the Dutch Government 


THE HAGUE 

The Hague (Den Haag, officially also s-Gravenhage) is the third largest city 
in the Netherlands, after Amsterdam and Rotterdam, with a population of 
485,818 (as of May 31, 2009) (population of agglomeration: 1,011,459) and 
an area of approximately 100 km 2 . It is located in the west of the country, in 
the province of South Holland, of which it is also the provincial capital. The 
pj a g C oat 0 f Arms Hague is, like Amsterdam, Rotterdam, Utrecht and Almere, part of the Rand- 

stad metropolitan area, with 6,659,300 inhabitants. 

The Hague is the seat of government, but not the capital of the Netherlands, a role set aside by the Dutch constitution 
for Amsterdam. 

The Hague is the home of the “Staten-Generaal “ of the Netherlands. Queen Beatrix of the Netherlands lives and 
works in The Hague. All foreign embassies and government ministries are located in the city, as well as the Hoge 
Raad der Nederlanden (Supreme Court), the Raad van State (Council of State) and many lobbying organisations. 

The Hague is also the de facto judicial capital of the United Nations, being the location of its primary judicial institu¬ 
tions. 

HISTORY 

The Hague originated around 1230, when Floris IV, Count of Holland purchased land alongside a pond (now the 
Hofvijver) in order to build a hunting residence. In 1248 William II, Count of Holland and Rex Romanorum , decided 
to enlarge the residence into a palace. He died in 1256 before this palace was completed, but parts of it were finished 
by his son Floris V, of which the Ridderzaal (Knights' Hall), still in existence, is the most prominent. It is still used for 
political events, such as the annual speech by the monarch to open parliament. 

The Counts of Holland used The Hague as their administrative centre and residence while in Holland. 'Des Graven 
Hage’ literally means "the Count's wood", with connotations like "the Count's hedge or private enclosure". 

When the Dukes of Burgundy gained control over the counties of Holland and Zeeland at the beginning of the 15th 
century, they appointed a stadtholder to rule in their stead with the States of Holland as an advisory council. Their seat 
was located in The Hague. At the beginning of the Eighty Years' War, the absence of city walls proved disastrous, as 
it allowed Spanish troops easily to occupy the town. In 1575 the States of Holland even considered demolishing the 
city, but this proposal was abandoned, after mediation by William of Orange. From 1588 The Hague also became the 
location of the government of the Dutch Republic. In order for the administration to maintain control over city mat¬ 
ters, The Hague never received official city status (although it did have many privileges, normally only attributed to 
cities). However, since the days of King Louis Napoleon (1806) The Hague has been allowed to call itself a city. 

After the Napoleonic Wars, modern-day Belgium and the Netherlands were combined in the United Kingdom of the 
Netherlands to form a buffer against France. As a compromise, Brussels and The Hague alternated as capital every 
two years, with the government remaining in The Hague. After the separation of Belgium in 1830, Amsterdam re¬ 
mained the capital of the Netherlands, while the government stayed situated in The Hague. 

Since early times, probably dating as far back as the 15th century, the stork has been the symbol of The Hague. 

MODERN CITY 

Because of its history, the historical inner city of The Hague differs 
in various respects from the nearby smaller cities of Leiden and 
Delft. It doesn't have a cramped inner city, bordered by canals and 
walls. Instead it has some small streets in the town centre that may 
be dated from the late Middle Ages and several spacious streets 
boasting rich 18th century houses built for diplomats and affluent 
Dutch families. It has a large church dating from the 15th century, 
an impressive City Hall (built as such) from the 16th century, sev¬ 
eral large 17th-century palaces, a 17th-century Protestant church 
built in what was then a modem style, and many important 18th- 
century buildings. When the government started to play a more 
prominent role in Dutch society after 1850, The Hague quickly ex¬ 
panded. Many streets were specifically built for the large number of 
civil servants employed in the country's government and for the Dutchmen who were retiring from the administration 
and exploitation of the Netherlands East Indies. The growing city annexed the mral municipality of Loosduinen partly 
in 1903 and completely in 1923.

Parts of the city sustained heavy damage during World War II. The Atlantic Wall was built through part of the city, 
causing a large quarter to be tom down by the Nazi occupants. On March 3, 1945, the Royal Air Force mistakenly 
bombed the Bezuidenhout quarter. The target was an installation of V-2 rockets in a nearby park. Due to navigational 
errors, the bombs fell on a heavily populated and historic part of the city. Over 500 people died and the scars in the 
city may still be seen today. 

After the war The Hague was at one point the largest building site in Europe. The city expanded massively to the 
southwest. The destroyed areas were also quickly rebuilt. The population peaked at 600,000 inhabitants around 1965. 

In the 1970s and 1980s many, mostly white, middle class families moved to neighbouring towns like Voorburg, 
Leidschendam, Rijswijk and most of all Zoetermeer. This led to the traditional pattern of an impoverished inner city 
and more prosperous suburbs. Attempts to include parts of these municipalities in the city of The Hague were highly 
controversial. In the 1990s, with the consent of Dutch Parliament, The Hague annexed fairly large areas from 
neighbouring towns as well as from not even bordering ones, on which complete new residential areas were built and 
are still being built. 

CITY SCAPE 

City life concentrates around the 
Hofvijver and the Binnenhof, where 
the Parliament is located. The city has 
a limited student culture due to its lack 
of an actual university, although the 
Royal Conservatory of The Hague is 
located there, as well as The Hague 
University, a vocational university and 
a branch of The Open University of the 
Netherlands. The city has many civil 

servants and diplomats (see below). In Hofvijver (pond) and Parliament Buildings 

fact, the number and variety of foreign 

residents (especially the expatriates) makes the city quite culturally diverse, with many foreign pubs, shops and cul¬ 
tural events. 

The Hague is the largest Dutch city on the North Sea and includes two distinct beach resorts. The main beach resort 
Scheveningen, in the North-western part of the city, is a popular destination for tourists as well as for inhabitants. 
With 10 million visitors a year, it is the most popular beach town in the Benelux. Kijkduin, in the southwest, is The 
Hague's other beach resort. It is significantly smaller and attracts mainly local residents. 

The former Dutch colony of Netherlands East Indies ("Nederlands-Indie", now Indonesia) has left its mark on The 
Hague. Many streets are named after places in the Netherlands East Indies (as well as other former Dutch colonies 
such as Suriname) and there is a sizable "Indische" or "Indo" (i.e. mixed Dutch-Indonesian) community. Since the 
loss of these Dutch possessions in December 1949, "Indische" or "Indo" people often refer to The Hague as "the 
Widow of the Indies". 

The older parts of the town have many characteristically wide and long streets. 
Houses are generally low-rise (often not more than three floors). A large part of 
the South-western city was planned by the progressive Dutch architect H.P. Ber- 
lage about 1910. This 'Plan Berlage' decided the spacious and homely streets for 
several decades. In World War II a large part of western The Hague was destroyed 
by the Germans. Afterwards, modernist architect W.M. Dudok planned its re¬ 
newal, putting apartment blocks for the middle class in open, park-like settings. 

The layout of the city is more spacious than other Dutch cities, and because of the 
incorporation of large and old nobility estates, the creation of various parks and 
the use of green zones around natural streams, it is a much more green city than 
any other in the Netherlands. That is, excepting some mediaeval close-knitted streets in the centre. There are only a 
few canals in The Hague, as most of these were drained in the late 19th century.
